Population figures on the following pages are derived 
from the Alaska Municipal League 1972 Directory or the 
1970 census figures and often ignore usual “city” 
populations to include in many cases all directly 
associated suburbs in a composite figure we call “Greater 
City” totals. Where other villages or towns in the area 
might well contribute to a “trading area” figure, we have 
ignored in our. populations all those except 
immediate-area communities daily tied to the principal 
nearby community. There is no intent to be 
to-the-number-and-now correct, but to serve as a good 
general idea of how populous the area or town in 
question actually is. Following the population figure we 
have indicated whether the community is predominantly 
Native (N.) or White (W.). In subsequent issues of 
ALASKA we hope to begin bringing you a continuing 
series of articles covering each community in depth, 
much greater detail, and with complete photo coverage. 
For the moment, the pictures herein should give readers 
a better indication of the general size, distribution, and 
general physical nature of Alaska’s far flung community 


centers. —The Editors. 


THE ALASKA HIGHWAY 


There are now, in effect, TWO Alaska highways—that which 
runs from Mile Zero at Dawson Creek, in upper Central British 
Columbia to Alaska, and the Coastal Route, which may be said 
to begin “‘wherever you take off for it’”’—at Seattle on the State 
of Alaska ferries, from Kelsey Bay on Vancouver Island, British 
Columbia, on British Columbia Provincial ferries to Prince 
Rupert, or from Prince Rupert, British Columbia, where the 
Interior highway system of Canada meets the sea along with 
Canadian National Railways. 

Dawson Creek and Mile Zero for the regular Interior Route of 
the Alaska Highway, may be reached by various highway routes 
up from the States through Calgary and Edmonton, or through 
British Columbia’s Cariboo country via Prince George, British 
Columbia, (561 miles from Seattle) and on another 256 miles 
(817 alltold from Seattle). From there on up through British 
Columbia and the Yukon to the Alaska border it is 1,221.3 
miles, mostly high standard gravel highway, and another 298.7 
miles to Fairbanks, or 534 miles to Anchorage, the Alaska travel 
on blacktop. 

If a driver elects to leave the Cariboo country at Prince 
George and drive west (over mostly blacktop) to Prince Rupert 
and the State of Alaska ferry connection to Haines and then the 
Alaska Highway again, it is 456 miles on British Columbia 16 to 
Rupert, 473 miles from there by ferry to Haines and then driving 
again over mostly gravel road except for the first few miles in 
Alaska, 159 miles to connect up once more with the Alaska 
Highway at Milepost 1016.

3:51 a.m.—at Anchorage, sunset is at 9:42 p.m. and sunrise is 
2:21 4.m, 

On the shortest day of the year, December 20, at Barrow it is

TRANSPORTATION IN AND TO ALASKA 


Jet service is available to Southeast Alaska via Alaska Airlines, 
to Anchorage via Alaska Airlines, Northwest Airlines or Western 
Airlines, to Fairbanks with Alaska Airlines via Anchorage, direct 
from Seattle with Pan American, or via Alaska Airlines to Juneau 
and exchange to Wien-Consolidated with stops at Whitehorse, 
Yukon Territory. Kodiak gets Western Airlines service from 
Seattle and Wien-Consolidated Airlines service from Anchorage. 
Several world carriers provide service to the Orient or across the 
Pole out of Anchorage. Within Alaska itself a large number of 
carriers, scheduled and unscheduled, provide frequent service to 
almost every area of the North, Alaskans own more aircraft and 
fly more as passengers than any other people anywhere in the 
world. In Alaska the airplane is the taxicab. 

For boat service, as yet passengers can get transportation by 
boat only to points in Southeastern Alaska, although one tour 
boat at least is contemplating reinstituting tours across the Gulf 
of Alaska to Seward and other communities for connection with 
other tours. 

The State of Alaska maintains regular auto-liner ferry service 
out of Seattle, Washington, and Prince Rupert, B.C., with a 
limited amount of stateroom accommodations in summer 
season, more in winter months, Staterooms, sleeping-chair, and 
auto transportation are provided, A number of major tour 
steamship operators sell roundtrips in the summer season, but 
space is seldom available for interport passage. 

Freight moves by a number of barge lines and a lessening 
number of motor ships to not only Southeastern Alaska, but to
